Basically, effective communication requires 
two major ingredients. First is your willingness 
to send clear, honest messages about your 
thoughts and feelings. In other words, no hid¬ 
den statements, double meanings, or innuendoes. 
Say what you mean and mean what you say. 

Also, when dealing with troublesome is¬ 
sues, these messages must be constructive, i.e. 
issues, these messages must be constructive, i.e. 
aimed at solving the problem rather than just 
expressing feelings designed primarily to hurl 
the other person. Insults, put-downs, or com¬ 
ments intended only to belittle your marital 
partner are destructive to your relationship and 
tend only to create more difficulties. 

The second component in effective verbal 
interchange is your ability to listen to your part¬ 
ner’s assertions in a manner that will encourage 
further communication. One excellent way to 
accomplish this is to avoid interrupting with 
defensive remarks. That is, allow your spouse 
to air his/her grievances without interference 
from you. This means you must listen even 
when you are being attacked. 

If you must comment, confine them to 
clarifying questions or message reflections such 
as, “It sounds like you feel neglected when I 
watch television. You feel uncared about when 
I don’t greet you at the door.” 

These illuminating restatements are even 
more potent when combined with genuinely 
empathic assertions such as, “You feel that 
you are being taken for granted. I know that 
can really hurt.” Or “It must hurt you to feel 
unimportant to me.” 

This kind of attending has been termed 
Active Listening. It is a vital part of communi¬ 
cation, for it helps the message sender feel 
heard, satisfied and, in turn, willing to listen. 

Of the two elements — speaking and listen¬ 
ing — the latter is probably the most difficult. 
There is no point in speaking to our spouses 
unless they are willing to hear us; and the better 
(hey listen, the more satisfied we feel. 

The more adroitly we listen, the better our 
spouses will feel, resulting in a decrease in fruit¬ 
less or destructive arguments. This, in turn, 
contributes to happier marital relations overall.

restructuring. 

If chosen. Sierra Madre would not receive finan¬ 
cial assistance but would receive technical assis¬ 
tance that would equal about $250,000 from 
Commerce and the National Trust Staff. A needs 
assessment would be conducted and specialists in 
the areas of organization, design, promotion and ec¬ 
onomic' restructuring would provide training for a lo¬ 
cal project manager who would be hired by the city. 

A team of consultants would be assembled 
just for Sierra Madre’s needs. The team would 
spend three to four days in town, meeting with 
community leaders, observing and making sug¬ 
gestions about the town’s problems. Sierra Madre, 
if selected, would receive assistance by a design 
professional in areas such as building rehabilita¬ 
tion, facade improvements, signage and streetscap- 
ing. There would be workshops and consultations 
with various property owners. 

State and National Main Street Center staff 
would visit with local business leaders to help 
generate community interest and state stall would 
be available to provide on-site assistance when ne¬ 
cessary.
